The first Post-Dispatch ice wagon that 
started out made 225 families happy in 3% 


minutes. 
This wagon contained 2700 pounds of ice. 


It arrived at the Carr street police sta- 
tion at 6:40 o’clock Thursday evening and

Had there been 27,000 pounds of ice it 
would have been carried away by that 
gasping, thirsty, ice-famished crowd.

At the opening of court today Judge 
Stevens instructed the jury to bring in a 
verdict of “not guilty,’’ and this was done, 
ending the trial.

Judge Stevens, in ordering a verdict of 
e@cquittal, said: 


JUDGE STEVENS’ ADDRESS. 

"Mr Foremen and Gentlemen: During 
six days we have listened to a painful 
recital of one of the saddest tragedies ever 
presented to a jury. A beautiful girl, just 
budding into womanhood, was shot down 
and her brother has been accused of the 
crime. The government has endeavored to 
prove that the girl was not shot by bur- 
glars; it has endeavored to exclude all 
other members of the family from the af- 
fair and tried to prove that the shot was 
fired by her brother, Robert 8.

Confronted by what had been said Dr.

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NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


It is the height of foolishness for astronomers, astrologerr 
and socalled weather prophets to utter pessimistic predic 
tions about the probable continuance of drouth in coming 
years, with increasing severity. There is no basis in the 
history of meteorology for such alarmist statements. Nature 
proceeds on certain definite lines and the present drouth is 
neither unusual nor unprecedented. Past experience goes 
to show that next year will be normal and that the drouth 
will come as an exception, as it has heretofore. 

In his bodk on “American Weather,” Gen. A. W. Greely. 
Chief Signal Officer United States Army, has a chapter on 
“Drouths and Heated Terms.” In this chapter he describes 
the heated terms and drouths of 1876, 1878, 1881, 1882, 1886 
and 1887. 

This looks like a formidable list. But all these were not 
What might be called drouths. And in some cases the areas 
affected, where two heated spells followed in consecutive 
years, were not the same. 

The 1876 drouth, for instance, was in the eastern states, 
That of 1878 was in the central West. Then there were two 
normal years til] 1881, when, Gen. Greely says, occured “the 
most extensive, prolonged and disastrous drouth of the United 
@tates.” It affected the entire country east of the Mississippi. 
Missouri, however, was not a sufferer. But the following 
year, 1882, Missouri was visited with a succession of hot, 
parching winds, which did great harm to vegetation. The 
1886 drouth was in the Northwest chiefly. Missouri was not 
included. That of 1887 was prolonged and severe and Mis- 
gouri suffered from it with the greater part of the valleys of 
the Mississippi and Ohio. 

This review shows that the drouth condition ts the excep- 
tion, and that the alarmists need not be heeded. We are 
neither “forgotten of God" nor falling into the sun. Gen, 
Greely points to the fact that the temperature of California 
has been reduced by irrigation and the accompanying in- 
crease of vegetation. The remedy for drouths is obvious. 
Let us adopt it, rather than yield to fear and enervation. 
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Missouri bank assets have increased $17,307,365 and indi- 
vidual deposits $13,188,124. Outside of this showing there is 
the growing business of the trust companies. The whole 
state is getting the World's Fair gait.

The English Humanitarian League is preparing a bill to 
be introduced in Parliament making it “‘a finable offense for 
every person to wear or sell an article of dress attached to 
which is the plumage, skin or body of any bird named in the 
achedule.” 

Among the birds named are the egret, or female white 
heron, the bird of paradise, humming bird, Impeyan pheasant, 
tern, kittiwake and kingfisher. 

It is announced that the bill will be vigorously opposed. 

Why? Probably no*woman who adorns herself with the 
plifered beauty of these wretched little creatures could give 
@n answer satisfactory to herself. Vanity, she would never 
a@mit; and she would rehictantly confess that fashion pre- 
vailed in her heart against humanity. 

The custom is a survival of savagery. The civilized woman 
fe one end of a chain, the other being the head-hunter of 
Borneo, who adorns his person with the skulls of his foes. 
Midway are the savage monarch who decorates himself with 
broken ivory, and the Polynesian belle, who hangs rings from

Viewed from the standpoint of humanity the wearing of 
birds’ plumage is barbarous; from that of taste, it is barbaric. 
‘The instinct that prompts the savage to wear beads, nose 
Tings and bits of ivory, is the same instinct that tempts the 
Woman of fashion to pin a dead bird on her hat. 

Civilization is yet imperfect while these barbarous and 
barbaric features remain. Until women are content with 
their own beauty and cease to envy the beauty of the animal 
creation the human race cannot claim a perfected humanity. 
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Possibly we shall have no great earthquakes in the St. 
Louis region when the drouth breaks, and there may be no 
‘very destructive winds—just a great downpour of rain. Let 
ws ask for no loans of trouble.

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THE POST-CISPATCH FREE ICE FUND. 

Starting shortiy before noon Thursday with its own contri- 
bution of $100 and an offer of one ton of ice daily, the Post- 
Dispatch Free Ice Fund had grown by 6 p. m. to the hand- 
some sum of 31800. This spontaneous and generous response 
to the appeal for relief for the needy sufferers from heat 
was magnificent evidence of practical benevolence on the 
part of St. Lovis people, of the recognition of the necessity 
for the free ic? movement and of public confidence in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

In order that there might be no delay in carrying out the 
benevolent intention of the contributors and relieving the dis- 
tress of the sufferers the Post-Dispatch arranged for the 
distribution of the first wagon load of ice among the neediest 
sufferers of the Fourth police district under the supervision of 
the police Thursday evening. 

The regular distribution began this morning under the 
supervision of the Provident Association with the co-opera- 
tion of the St. Vincent de Paul Society and the Hebrew Re- 
lief Association. Plans for a system of distribution which 
will reach all the needy sufferers of the city are being per- 
fected by Mr. McClain and hig experienced assistants in the 
Provident Association. 

The long continuation of extreme hot weather makes this 
philanthropic movement most urgent. The destitute sick 
and especially the little children of the poor, sick or well, 
are exhausted. The demand for ice is so great that the price 
is becoming prohibitive for any except the well-to-do. The 
high prices of: food render the situation of the poor most 
desperate. 

Some respite has been given by the cooler atmosphere, but 
it ig slight. The need is very great and will probably continue 
through August, 

Many lives will be saved and great suffering prevented by 
the Post-Dispatch Free Ice Fund. 

It should be borne in mind that the extreme heat and 
drouth make it impossible to keep supplies without ice. Mik 
quickly becomes sour and food spoils.

CHICAGO, July 26.—A party of botanists 
of the University of Chicago and other in- 
stitutions will start Aug. 6 for a two 
months’ tour of the West. In a private 
car equipped with every facility for ex- 
periment and work they will make their 
first pause in the Pyrenies of northern Min- 
nesota, where their car can be sidetracked 
at will,

The evenings and nights are coententy 
cool. Every night tent sleepers require dou- 
ble Dlankets to keep them warm.

HISTORY OF FOSBURG TRAGEDY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

. PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 2.—May Fos- 
burg was killed on the night of Aug. 2, 
1900. The indictment of her brother, Rob- 
ert Stewart Fosburg, charged with firing 


the shot that caused his sister's death, at- 
tracted attention over the whole coun- 
try. The members of the Fosburg family 
contended that robbers entered the house 
and attacked Kobert Fosburg and his fath- 
er, and that the young woman was killed 
by a bullet fired by a burglar. 

The prosecution was ba on the théory 
that the shooting was the result of a bitter 
family quarrel in which young Fosburg 
using his own revolver shot his sister, al- 
though intending the bullet for another 
member of the family. 

In addition to the fact that the Fosburgs 
are ople of wealth and social standing, 
the killing of the handsome girl of 18, in 
the dead of night and under peculiarly dra- 
matic circumstances, was in itself so shock- 
ing an dffair that the country rang with 
the story for months before it took on the 
added interest of young Fosburg’s indict- 
ment and arrest for the crime. Before that 
event nobody outside a narrow circle in 
touch with the chief of police and the prose- 
cuting attorney here had the remotest sus- 
picion there was anything else in the trag- 
res / than just what the Fosburg family 
said there was—a plain case of murder com- 
mitted by burglars caught in the act of 
pillaging the house. 

When the tridl came on the state was 
unable to present any proet of its theory 
aside from the suspicious circumstances 
that members of the Fosburg family gave 
different versions of the tragedy, and the 
fact that the alleged action of the burglars 
were completely at variance with the usual 
mode of procedure of these marauders. 

In fact the state proved nothing that 
could induce any intelligent jury to con- 
vict the man or trial. 


CLEW TO FOSBURG BURGLAR 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—Capt. Titus, chief 
of detectives, has sent affidavits to Pitts- 
field that are expected to show conclusively 
that Robert Fosburg did not kill his sis- 
ter May. 

The affidavits are made by two women. 
The main statement is from Mrs, Olive M. 
Gray, formerly Miss Handiside of Spring- 


field, Mass., and now of 15] East Forty- 
second street, New York City. The man 
now suspected of murderin iss Fosburg 
is William Lewis Gray, called “‘Lew Gray,” 
also of Springfield, a professional law- 
breaker, according to the affidavit. 

The woman’s story is that in August @ 
year ago she was visiting in 7 wy and 
was an intimate associate of Gray. On the 
night preceding the murder of Miss Fos- 
burg, that of Aug. 19, Gray left her in a 
hurry in one of the streets of Springfield, 
telling her that he was broke and telling 
her he was going out to make a “touch. 

Gray, the affidavit relates, was gone all 
day and all night of Aug. 20, and returned 
late on the night of Aug. 2l—the night 
following the tragedy—in very bad physical 
and mental condition, the result of suffer- 
ings while escaping pursuit by the police. 
He told her, she declares, that he had 
been ‘“‘doing a trick;’’ that he ‘“‘went up 
against an alarm,’’ which Capt. Titus ex- 
plains to mean a burglar alarm; had been 
compelled to use a revolver he had found 
in the house and had shot some one—whom 
he did not know. 

On the night that Gray left her in 
Springfleld to ‘‘make a touch’ Pre was ac- 
companied, the woman recites, by a man 
named AI Foye, and Gray told her Foye 
had entered the house with him. 

Mrs. Gray says she at once came to New 
York, and did not see Gray, whose name 
she bore, until the following September, 
when she met him by chance one night on 
the Bowery. 

She had read about the Fosburg trag- 
édy and suspected that the house that 
he and Foy had entered was that of theFos- 
burgs. When she met him in New York 
she asked him if he had killed May Fos- 
burg. He made light of the matter, much 
as though what he had told her in Spring- 
field had been a joke, and hastily changed 
the eo 

Mrs. Gray concluded eventually that,she 
had best tell of her suspicions; so she 
called upon Capt. Titus. The affidavit was 
forwarded, accompanied by one from Mrs, 
Alice Dugan, housekeeper at 151 East For- 
ty-second street, where Mrs. Gray lives, 
whose mother lives in Springfield. 

The second affidavit merely recites that 

in November last Mrs. Gray told her that 
she knew a man in Springfield who had 
one away on a housebreaking trip and 
ad returned wth the story that he and 
his accomplice had been surprised in & 
house they had entered and that he was 
compelled to shoot some one—a girl, he 
thought—in order to escape. Mrs. Gray had 
told her that the whole household had been 
aroused and that a gold watch and some 
money he had secured had been hidden un- 
der a tree. He had found the weapon with 
which he did the shooting in the house. 

In making the matter public as Titus 
said that he sent on the information, and 
that “it was up to the Pittsfield people to do 
the rest.”” The affidavit was made by Mrs. 
Gray upon interrogatories from the chief 
of detectives, and it is in its main points 
as follows: 

Q. Did he (Gray) ever tell you anything 
about a girl being killed in Pittsfield? A. 
He didn’t say exactly that he killed her, 
but he said he committed a robbery there, 
and used a revolver, and took some things 
rom the house and hid them under a rock 
near the river at West bah dae ny home 
in Springfield on my vacation en.

of Charles Anderson.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 26.+-Ten 
fhousand people, men, women and chil- 
dren, white and colored, witnessed the ex- 
ecution of Charles Anderson, the rapist, 
this morning, at 11 o’clock. The gallows was 
erected In the middle of Cockrell street,. 
between the county jail and the state house 


yard. 

When the black cap was placed over An- 
derson's head scores of women became 
frenzied with excitement and rolled about 
in the grass in the state house yard, rend- 
ing the air with their screams. The patrol} 
wagon was called and several were taken 
» their homes in an unconscious condi- 

on. 

Anderson refused to make any statement 
on the scaffold. His neck was broken by 
the fall and he died without a struggle. 
The Anderson hanging is the first public 
execution that has occurred in Little Rock 
in 25 vears, and the third to oceur ip the 
state under thé new law enacted bythe ré- 
cent legisiatyre, requiring that rapists 
ye executed. 

he crime for which Anderson paid the 
penalty with his life this morning was com- 
mitted,-on March 13, 1900. He criminall 
outraged Mrs. Belle Edwards at a raiiro 
tie camp, near’: Marche, 12 miles west of 
Little Rock. Mrs. Edwards was cook at 
the camp, her husband being the foreman 
of the. gang. 

On the day ‘the out e was perpetrated 
Edwards was in. Little Rock, and the men 
were at work about a mile distant from 
the house. Anderson had been ng 
about the camp for several days. He 
seemed to be a good-natured negro, and no 
one suspected he was disposed to commit 
such a crime. 

In his assault upon Mrs. Edwards he 
came very near choking her to death. An- 
derson was arrested in this city about eight 
months ago, and after conviction in Octo- 
ber was sentenced Dec. 20 to De —e a

|Three Expert Hydraulic Engineers, 


| Named by the Mayor, Begin 
Work Saturday. 


Messrs. George Y. Wisner of Detroit, 
Mich., Allen Hazen of New York and Beni- 
zette Williams of Chicago, the three expert 
hydraulic engineers who have been named 
by Mayor Wells to examine the St. Louis 
water supply system, will make their first 
official visit to the waterworks stations Sat- 
urday morning. 

They will be taken up the river on the 
harbor boat and will be accompanied by 
President Phillips and the other members 
of the Board of Public Improvements. 

Harbor Commissioner Alt went to the 
(.ain of Hocks Friday to make arrange- 
ments for the visitors on Saturday. 

The out-of-town experts, who are in St. 
Louis, have already begun their investiga- 
tions. They called on Secretary Mdwards 
of the board Thursday afternoon and se- 
cured from him all the maps and data in 
possession of the board relative to the Mer- 
amec river water supply plan. 

Messrs. Hazen, Wisner and Williams are 
among the best known hydraulic engineers 
in the United States. Mr. Hazen is con- 
sulting engineer to the city of Pittsburg. 
He also has supervised the construction 
and operation of filtration plants at Al- 
bany, N. Y., Superior, Wis., and other 
piaces. He thcidentally devised and man- 
aged the sewage disposal at the Chicago 
World’s Fair. He is the author of a book, 
“Filtration and Public Water Supplies.’’ 

Mr. Williams superintended the establish- 
ment of the waterworks {n East St. Louis 
and planned the sewerage system of Seat- 
tle. Wash. He was consulting engineer 
for a time to the Chicago drainage canal 
commission and is now consulting engineer 
to the Mexican republic on several im- 
portant enterprises.
